Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1966,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67. 

The  work  of  compiling  this  report  was  carried  out  under  the 
aegis  of  my  predecessor.  Dr.  T.  R.  Bennett,  who  resigned  from 
this  post  to  go  into  General  Practice  in  February.  1967. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  health  of  the  Rural 
District  has  remained  good.  The  population  of  the  District  con- 
tinues to  increase  and  has  increased  by  just  over  1,000  in  the  past 
five  years. 

The  Birth  Rate. 

During  this  period  the  Birth  Rate  has  varied  between  14.73 
and  17.32  live  births  per  1,000  population.  In  1966  at  16.05  it 
remained  within  these  brackets,  and  as  in  previous  years  it  was 
lower  than  the  National  average  of  17.70. 

The  Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  same  period  has  varied  between  9.18 
and  11.00  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The  figure  for  1966  was 
9.91,  well  below  the  National  Average  of  11.70. 

The  causes  of  death  have  remained  much  the  same  for  some 
years  now.  Heart  disease,  “ Cancer,”  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system,  in  that  order,  still  head  the  list.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  over  the  past 
five  years  has  been,  19,  16,  19,  29,  26.  As  before,  the  number  of 
deaths  in  males  from  this  cause  was  much  greater  than  the  number 
in  females. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  was  very  low 
indeed  in  1966,  except  for  a tiresome  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
in  the  child  population  of  Cranleigh,  during  the  Summer  and 
Autumn. 

On  9th  May,  1966,  Infective  Hepatitis  became  a notifiable 
disease  in  this  area ; the  Minister  having  consented  to  an  Order 
being  made  which  will  operate  for  3 years  from  that  date. 

This  measure  should  strengthen  the  hand  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  considerably,  as  not  only  shall  we  get  early  warning 
of  these  cases  but  also  we  shall  find  it  much  easier  to  deal  with 
the  contacts  who  happen  to  be  food  handlers,  since  we  are  now 
in  a position  to  compensate  them  for  loss  of  earnings. 

In  1965  Dr.  Bennett  learned  of  33  cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis 
between  1st  September  and  14th  December.  In  1966  only  13  cases 
were  reported. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  welcome 
that  has  been  given  to  me  since  my  appointment  on  1st  June,  1967.

FRENSHAM  PONDS 

The  two  Ponds  at  Frensham  continue  to  attract  large  numbers 
of  day  trippers.  The  Great  Pond  which  is  controlled  by  the 
Council  has  had  1,745  cars  in  one  day. 

Sanitary  conveniences  provided  at  the  Great  Pond  in  1965 
and  consisting  of  9 compartments  and  changing  room  for  ladies 
and  2 compartments  and  urinal  for  men  have  proved  to  be 
adequate.  A similar  sized  unit  has  been  constructed  at  the 
Little  Pond. 

Because  there  is  no  sewer  available,  as  at  the  Great  Pond, 
these  conveniences  are  elsans  with  underground  containers. 

A first  aid  service  is  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  who  voluntarily  give  their  services  during  the  months  when 
the  public  visit  the  Ponds  in  large  numbers.  My  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Misses  Slayter  for  this  most  helpful  and  necessary  service 
and  for  the  following  details  of  the  work  undertaken.

It  will  be  noted  that  most  of  the  treatment  was  for  cuts  and 
bruises,  mainly  due  to  the  broken  glass  left  by  the  trippers.  This 
is  despite  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and  clearing  by  the  Council 
staff. 

Famham  police  have  provided  a regular  life  saving  team  during 
the  season  although  there  have  been  some  difficulties  in  manning. 

On  24th  July,  some  500  to  600  fish,  mainly  perch,  were  found 
dead  on  the  banks  of  the  Great  Pond  and  again  on  the  14th 
August  some  1 ,500  to  2,000  fish,  mainly  roach  and  pike  were  found 
dead 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  it  was  generally  thought  that  the 
cause  was  the  lack  of  oxygen  due  to  matter  in  suspension  and 
algae  present  in  the  water  associated  with  very  hot  weather. 
Dead  fish  were  collected  and  removed  and  with  the  colder  weather 
the  algae  was  considerably  reduced. 

Treatment  against  the  growth  of  algae  is  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  Spring  of  1967. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Regular  analysis  of  various  supplies  of  water  to  the  Rural 
District  have  been  carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  58 
samples  were  taken  in  1966. 


Regular  samples  are  taken  from  the  private  supplies,  which 
on  the  whole  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  and  centre  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Board,  supplying  9,860  properties  and  by  the  Wey 
Valley  Water  Company  to  the  west,  supplying  2,288  properties.

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  un- 
satisfactory water  at  Lake  Supply  necessitating  cleaning  out  a 
storage  tank  and  low  pressure  with  the  Keffolds  Supply  due  to 
unsatisfactory  mains.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  although  many  lakes 
and  streams  are  used  for  bathing  in  the  area.  Occasional  samples 
of  water  are  taken.  During  the  year  there  has  been  some  evidence 
of  pollution  in  Frensham  Ponds. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  1966 
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MAIN  DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE 


With  the  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  in  this  area,  more  and 
more  households  have  washing  machinery  and  other  appliances 
which  produce  great  quantities  of  waste  water. 

It  is  now  very  difficult  indeed  to  operate  a satisfactory  service 
of  cesspool  emptying  in  many  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  introduction  of  Main  Drainage  is  urgently  needed  in  a 
number  of  places,  particularly  at  Ellens  Green  and  Cox  Green, 
Dockenfield  and  the  Snowdenham  Links  Road  area. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes  : — 

Cranleigh 

The  first  elements  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were 
commissioned  in  February,  1967.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Works 
will  be  completed  and  in  full  operation  by  June,  1967. 

During  1966,  new  trunk  sewers  were  provided  so  that  all 
Development  Areas  included  in  the  Cranleigh  Town  Map  have 
a main  drainage  facility. 

Dunsfold  and  Hascombe 

The  new  sewers  and  pumping  stations  were  commissioned 
coincident  with  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Cranleigh. 
All  Council  properties  within  these  Parishes  have  been  connected 
to  the  new  sewers  and  private  owners  are  proceeding  with  their 
connections. 

Hambiedon  (Hydestile)  and  Busbridge  (New  Road) 

Sewers  were  provided  in  1966  and  nearly  all  properties  have 
been  connected. 

Alfold 

A Contract  for  the  provision  of  sewers  to  the  remainder  of  the 
residential  area  of  Alfold  and  The  Crossways  is  in  progress.  Main 
drainage  will  be  available  by  Autumn,  1967. 

Ellens  Green  and  Cox  Green 

Main  drainage  proposals  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval. 

Western  Area 

Outline  proposals  for  the  drainage  of  Dockenfield.  Millbridge, 
Shortfield,  Frensham,  Churt  (part),  Rushmoor,  Tilford  and 
Thursley,  draining  to  a new  Disposal  Works  at  Elstead,  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry.

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  continues  to 
increase,  necessitating  larger  vehicles  for  collection.  In  addition 
the  shortage  of  good  tipping  spaces  has  created  many  problems. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  appended. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.  During  1966,  51  inspections  were 
made  in  connection  with  suspected  atmospheric  pollution.  Many 
of  these  were  in  connection  with  a white  line  paint  manufacturing 
process  where  nuisance  continued  despite  some  abatement  action 
by  the  owners.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly,  where  required,  upon  payment  of  l/6d  per  bin. 

Further  studies  have  been  made  of  the  refuse  collection  service 
and  some  new  methods  introduced.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
a new  scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse  in  half  the  district,  for 
men  working  from  the  Cranleigh  Depot  was  introduced,  with  bonus 
for  the  men.  Collection  is  completed  in  8^  working  days. 

The  “ Freeze  ” prevented  the  introduction  of  a similar  scheme 
for  the  western  half  of  the  district,  for  men  working  from  Witley 
Depot.  It  is  proposed  to  introduce  a scheme  as  early  as  possible 
in  1967.  The  scheme  for  the  whole  district  involves  the  use  of  the 
same  number  of  men,  with  six  vehicles  instead  of  seven,  and  com- 
pletion of  the  work  in  8J  working  days,  instead  of,  as  formerly, 
more  than  ten  working  days. 

The  time  saved  will  be  later  taken  up  by  future  development 
in  the  district,  but  at  present  is  used  for  special  collections,  removal 
of  litter  and  cleaning  and  maintaining  vehicles. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem  and  more  and  more  requests 
are  being  received  for  the  provision  of  litter-bins.  These  are  pro- 
vided in  suitable  places  throughout  the  district. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  special  collection  of  accum- 
ulations of  refuse.  These  are  undertaken,  upon  payment  by  the 
househo’der.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  provide  adequate  service 
promptly.  Dumps  of  refuse  on  Commons  and  verges  are  taken 
up  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Tips  in  the 
western  half  of  the  district  are  nearly  full  and  new  tips  have  not 
yet  been  found. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  reloading  the  refuse  at  the 
Depot  and  transferring  it  to  a tip  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  district. 
The  scheme  should  be  in  operation  early  in  1967. 


CLEANSING  OF  PAIL  CLOSETS 

The  Council  undertakes  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout 
the  district,  although  some  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  service. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  two  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night 
soil  equipment.  There  is  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  pro- 
perties with  pail  closets  due  to  connection  to  sewers  or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Improvement  Grants  where  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  are 
provided. 
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CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 


Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge,  if  required,  once  in 
every  quarter,  except  in  the  parishes  of  Alfold,  Dockenfield  and 
Dunsfold  where  it  is  six  emptyings  per  year. 

Five  800  gallon  emptiers  and  two  1,500  gallon  emptiers  are 
used  for  this  work. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  be  a problem. 
The  use  of  Cranleigh  Sewage  works  was  prevented  because  of  the 
considerable  alterations  carried  out  during  the  year.  Disposal  is 
mainly  by  discharging  of  contents  on  to  agricultural  land  but  this 
is  limited  and  the  average  distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load 
is  over  eight  miles.  The  advantage  of  the  two  larger  capacity 
vehicles  can  be  seen  in  this  context.
